There are to me two’ great founda. 
tion truths throughout the whole 
Bible—“God is love’ and “The Lord 
is not willing that any should perish.” 
These very words are found in I John 
iv, 8, 16; II Pet. iii, 9, but these truths 
are everywhere in the book. Note the 


reason He gives why Jeremiah is to 
write this particular book, ‘‘that they 
tnay return every man from his evil 
way, that 1 may forgive their iniquity 
and their sin’ (verse 3). 

We know from chapter xxxii, 1, 2, 
that Jeremiah was a prisoner during 


part of Zedekiah’s reign, but we also/ money. 


find him a prisoner in today’s lesson, 
the events of which occurred in the 
| fourth year of Jehoiakim or in the 
jfourth year after the death of good 
King Josiah (verses 1, 5). He suffer- 
ed much because of the Lord's mes- 
sage, which he so faithfully delivered, 
so much that he said at one time, “ 
was like a lamb or an ox that is 
brought to the slayghter,’’ and at an- 
other time he said: “I am in derigion 
daily; every one mocketh me; *-* ® 
I will not make mention of Him nor 
speak any pnore in His name” (chap- 
| ters xi, 19;/xx, 7-9). He did not keep 
this resolution, for the fire was so hot 
within him that he could not but 
speak. This makes us think of Peter 
and John in Acts iv, 19, 20. May we 
all have the same fire in us. 

Baruch was evidently Jeremiah’s 
scribe who did the writing for him 
and to whom he said at this very time, 
as we read in Jer, xlv; “Seeketh thou 
great things for thyself? Beek them 
not.”” 
Lord to him through Jeremiah. 
us take it too. 

Notice in verses 4-7, 17, 18, how this 
book was written. The words were 
the Lord’s, the mouth was Jeremivh's 
and the pen was Baruch’s. That is in- 
spiration. The Lord did not give Jere- 
miah the thoughts that he might ) vt 
them into words, but Ife gave him the 
very words. Hear David also concern- 
ing the psalms which he wrote, “The 
Spirit of the Lord spaxe by me, and 
His word was in my tongue’’ (II Sam. 
xxiii, 2). This is in perfect accord 
with II Pet. i, 21. 

As Jeremiah was shut up, Baruch 
was to take the book and read from it 
to all the people the words of the Lord 
in the Lord’s house. This he did in 


’

j the ninth month of the fifth year of 


Jehoiakim as the people were gath- 
ered on the fasting day (verses 6, 9). 
Then went one and told the princes 
what he had heard, and the princes 
sent for Baruch, that he might come 
and read to them the words of the 
book. This he did, and, although the 
words made them afraid, they said 
they would tell the king these words. 
‘Ro they kept the book, but advised 
Baruch that he and Jeremiah would 
do well to hide, where no one could 
find them. 

The Lord evidently guided them 
where to hide, for it is said, ‘“‘The 
Lord so hid Elijah that no one could 
xviii, 10), 
and all true believers should greatly 
rejoice in Col. iii, 3, ‘Your life is 
hid with Christ in God.”’ 

After the princes told the king what 
they had heard from the book he had 
it brought and read to him in the 
presence of the princes as he sat in 
the winter house with a fire burning 
on the hearth before him (verses 20- 
22). As the king heard it he deliber- 
ately cut it with his penknife, portion 
by portion, and cast it into the ‘fire 
until he had burned up the whole 
book. Although several pleaded with 
him not to burn it, he would not list- 
en to them. None present seemed to 
be afraid nor rend their garments, for 
were they not in the presence of the 
king and therefore safe in indorsing 
what he did? Besides, a king who 
would send into Egypt for a prophet 
in order to kill him might not hesi- 
tate to kill some of then if they 
stood against him. 

“Tf we live in thé fear of the Lord 
we will not fear the face of man nor 
what man may do unto us, but the 
devil has said, ‘All that a man hath 
will he give up for his life’ (Job ii, 
4), and ethat is true of many of the 
devil’s people, but should not be true

And the clever, moneylender knows 
exactly whether he can “fleece” his 
customer, whether he can safely lend 
him money or not, or whether the 
transaction is likely to turn out a 
bad bargain, 

These spying touts work on a com- 
mission basis. Some of. these money 
lenders’ apies move in good society. 
One hears that an acquaintance is 
hard up and wants to lorrow some 
In casual conversation he 
lets it be known that he can oblige 
his acquaintance with an introduc- 
tion to a moreylender. As a matter 
of “business” he hints at a comtnis- 
sion, which is willingly granted by the 
impecunious one. A_ letter having 
been drawn out and signed, the apy. 
who, of course, knows all about his 
acquaintance’s finances, makes his 
way to his moneylending employer 
from whom he gets another commis- 
sion on the loan. 

The tout gives the moneylender a 
full account of his prospective client, 
his family, their position, and the 
likelihood of his being able to.“‘touch” 
the father if the son should refuse or 
be unable w pay up. And it is sur- 
eee what large sums parents pay 
in order to keep these matters quiet. 
Suppose the sum borrowed is $2,000. 
The spy gets anythij from $300 wo 
$400 out of it, all of which, of course, 
the unfostunate borrower has to pay 
by way of interest. He signs a prum- 


It was a message from thelissory note for $3,000, and in return 


gets about $1,000 cash! And the $3,000 
bas to be repaid in three months! 

But sometimes a man comes into 
the office straight away,-with no such 
introduttion, dnd asks for a loan. 
That is never a very pleasant busi- 
ness when one has to face an experi- 
enced moneylender. You relate your 
biography, your debts, say where you 
are employed, what salary you are 
getting, and, in fact, lay bare half 
the secrets of your existence. You 
go out feeling jaunty, for the oblig- 
ing gentleman has told you “if every- 
thing is all right you will get the 
money to-morrow.” 

Here steps in another grade of apy. 
He is not well-dressed enough to pass 
as a gentleman. He loafs after you, 
verifies your address, gets into conver- 
satiug with neighboring tradesmen, 
and even has a chat with your ser- 
vant whenever it is possible. He sees 
you then as other peonle fee you and 
not from your own self-satisfied point 
of view, which you have given to the 
moneylender. If you have a reputa- 
tion for being slow in paying your 
bills, for dodging your just debts, and 
so on, the spy knows it and your loan 
is refused. 

In -order that the spy’s expenses 
shall be found in any case, you will 

robably have already put something 

N 26s 
to say, you never see that fee again. 
he spy is as wide awake as they 
make them, for if you manage to beat 
him and get a loan when you are not 
capable of paying it back, it is the

is merciful to them as long as they 
can- introduce new custom. If a

One class of moneylender deals 
chiefly with married women. 
are apparently willingly lent them, 
but not without an’ inquiry before 
hand by the Abit igs 4 as to the 
status of their husbands. These poor 


to put up with all sorts of menacea 
and insnits, under threats of telling 
their husbands. They will call at the 
house, they will meet her casually in 
the stréetsy, and everywhere and at 
all times she will feel ‘that she is in 
their grip, and will make the utmost 
sacrifieg to pay extortionate sums to 
keep things quiet. Many a bome has 
been ruined in this way. There are, 
of course, many moneylenders who 


are straight and who do their best to 
make things as easy as possible for 
their clients. . But there are many 
black sheep in the flock, and the 
moneylénding laws will have to be 
made considerably stricter before 
this system of blackmail ig done away 
with.—Montreal Standard.

Sir Charles Tupper Showed His Od 
Form at Coronation. 

Sir Charies Tupper was in the thick 

of the coronation pageantry in Lon 
don. The veteran Cabadian was 
among the mo.t vigorous and enthus 
iastic oc those who cheered King 
George to the crowning. The Empire 
en fete—in what a host of memories 
and speculations the doughty Tory 
baronet ‘nust have indulged the last 
few days. Sir Charles shook hands 
with dozens cf taithful h.nchmen 
from overseas, who helped him tight 
his battles in the Dominion in other 
days; he read in The London Times 
of the seventeen Premiers gameres 
in Imperial discussion in woing 
street; he viewed the crowning of an- 
other King—who is as much King of 
Canada as be is of Englard. Indeed, 
in one month in London, Sir Charles 
saw the’ modern machinery of the 
reat British Empire exposed; no 
oubt as he watched the smooth-run- 
ning of the parts, this great Cana- 
dian statesman felt the pride of a 
workman, conscious of the efficacy of 
his contribution to the whole.

George Alefounder, who, having dis- 
covered a mummy, too large to con- 
veniently carry away, deliberately be- 
headed it, and brought the head’ back 
to Europe in a bonnet box. 

Then everything went wrong with 
him. Misfortune piled upon misfor- 
tune. One day he chanced to meet 
a medium. The latter at once told him 
that he could see a figure with hign 
cliffs behind it, and clouds of dust 
about it. The figure, he said, was 
headless. This was enough. 
the head back at once to its original 
resting-place. 

In the summer of 1906, M. Andreef, 
u well-known businessman of Bt. Pet- 
ersburg, bought at auction for $10,000 
a beautiful old necklace made about 
12 ears ago by a famous Parisian 
jeweler for the ill-fated Louis XVI. 

Nearly all the members of the 
French royal fam:ly lost their lives ia 
the Revolution, but the necklace was 
taken by a survivor to Brussels and 
there sold. Over and over again it 
changed hands and every one who 
owned it was unlucky. Finally a Rus- 
san prince bought it for $20,000 and 
gave it to the dancer Tzukki. 

Tzukki’s health failed, she was re- 
duced to abject poverty and died. The 
necklace was sold to 
the collector. He died suddenly at 
Monte Carlo and it passed to a rela- 
tive who lost all his money and was 
only saved from beggary by selling 
the piece of jewelry. 

Andreef bought it, and almost the 
first time his wife wore it he fell 
into a fit. of senseless jealousy and 
cut her down with a sword.
